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M'ADOD PLANS TO

Secretary Urges $300,000,000 |
Increase Before
House Body.

KITCHIN PREDICTS HARMONY

Eighty Per Cent Levy Recommended
by GSecretary and Aids—'"Port
Tax" on Coffee, Tea and
Bananas Forecast.

. Washington, Aug. 10.—Secretary of
the Treasyry McAdoo Inid beforé the
bhouse ways nand means commitiee on |
Wednesdny his plan for an excess
profits tax with an alternntive war
profits levy to be Included In the new
revenue bill,

The plan proposes the retentlon of
existing rates In the present excess
profits tax with a maximum of S0 per
cent affecting about D0 per cent of all
the business corporutions coming un-
der thi=z sehedule.

Secretary MeAdoo  estimated that
the trensury plan wonld produce from
BLR00 000,000 to £480,000,000 more than
under the plan tentatlvely agreed to
by the committee recently.

The seeretary was accompanied by
Assistant Secretaries Leflingwell and
Love, [nternul Revenue Commissioner
Roper and other treasury experts.

At the conclusion of the conference
Secretary McAdoo and Chalrman
Kitchin of the house ways and means
committee joined In the prediction thut
they wonld get together on n plan and
Secretary McAdoo added that “you
can see that Mr. Kitchin and [ have
no bayonets for each other."

Despite thls ngreement and the lo-
crensed revenue clalmed for the treas-
ury plan, which Secretary McAdoo
snld would take care of exceptional
enses, It was stated that the bill will
fall short to the extent of between
$500,000,000 and $1,000,000,000 of the
£8,000,000,000 sought,

A port tax on tea, coffee, cocon su-
gar, bananas and other tropical frults
voming through the ports may. have to
be resorted to, it was sald, or some
other new tax feature considered.

The first break in the committee oc-
rurred when Representative Rainey of
fllinols, after making a stand for in-
rrease of the taxes on estntes In ex-
vess of $1,000000 and being voted
down, announced that he would carry
on the fight on the floor of the house,

HUN DIVER DROPS POISON OIL |
OFF NORTH CAROLINA.

Six Lighthouse Men at Charleston, 8,
C., Are Overcome by the
Fumes.

Washington, Aug. 14—0Using pol-
son  gas, a German sulyparine at-
tacked Smith Island, off the North
Carollnn coast Saturday, Slx men

Were overcome.

The officinl announcement sald the
navy department recelved a dispatch
from Charleston, S, C., that the attack
with gns about five o'clock Saturday
afternoon temporarily “put out of busi-
ness the const guard statlop and light-
house personnel.” The report goes on:

“About 40 minutes nfter the uttack
three Iarge oll spots, each gver an acre
in extent, were observed passing.

“This oil, from which the gas was
no doubt generated, must bhave been
released from a submaring in the vi-
cinity of the entrance to the channel
with the hope that it wouold come in
with the tide, but the tide fortunately
set along the lsland.
